Notice Of Intended Regulatory Action: Ms. Yeatts
advised that the notice needs to be reviewed by Mr.
Nebiker and then the Governor’s Office before it is
published. Ms. Reen noted that this item will not be on the
Board’s July meeting.

HB 2368: Ms. Yeatt's reviewed the draft prepared by staff
noting the sections of the regulations where amendments
are recommended. The definition of “direction” was
amended to replace the term “evaluate” with “examine.” It
was agreed that this change in term should be made
throughout the regulations. The provisions for licensure by
credentials were discussed and Dr. Watkins requested that
the ADA’s paper on licensure by credentials be provided
for the Board discussion. The Committee adopted the
draft as amended for submission to the Board on July 8.
